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i PRESIDENT 
ENDORSES 
HOLY LAND 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (Spl.)— 
Spurred on by a re-endorsement by 
President Roosevelt of Palestine 
as the National Homeland for 
Jews, Zionist leaders this week be- 
gan to map plang for raising the 
$3,500,000 quota set for the United 
Palestine Appeal at the Palestine 
Conference here. 

Although many resolutions were 
adopted, the principal action taken 
was the raising of the quota for 
the United Palestine Appeal to 
three and a half million dollars 
from the original sum of $2,500,000 
set several months ago. 

As expected Rabbi Stephen 8S, 
Wise was named to head the drive, 
which will get under way in prin- 





cipal cities as soon as the organt- 
zation work can be effected. 

The Conference heard Sir Her- 
bert Samuel and Simon Marks 
who, together with Lord Bearsted, 
form the Visiting English group 
who formulated the mass exodus 
plan. 

Saturday Sir Samuel 
spent twenty minutes visiting with 
President Roosevelt, Although no 
Soe of the discussion 
was made to the Press, it was felt 
that the President assured Sir 
‘Samuel of his cooperation in help- 
ing German refugees: The text of 
Roosevelt’s message follows: 

“Every American knows of the 
love of Jews for the land associ- 
ated with the great beginning of 
their history, and every Jew 
must rejoice that this undying 
loyalty has been crowned by the 
establishment of a Jewish na- 
tional home resting upon the 
sure foundations of justice and 
well-being for all the residents 
thereof, 

“The American people which 
has, by the action of Presidents 
and a Joint Resolution of Con- 
gress, attested its sympathy with 
the great purposes of a national 
Jewish home in Palestine will, I 
am persuaded, be ready to co- 
operate generously with the 

United Palestine Appeal which 
aims to provide a home for the 
homeless Jews. | confidently 
hope that the cooperation of the 
American people will contribute 
to the further progress of the 
Holy Land, which, | am _ sure, 
will continue to give light and 
leading ta all the world.”

spectable are we that if a Jewish 
girl dates a Gentile boy, she has 
become so degraded that when the 
annual Jewish affair comes along, 
the young men in the community 
pass her up, 

On the other hand should her 
choice be that of the role of the 
sweet respectable young miss who 
sits at home and waits for the 
Jewish fellows to telephone her 
for an occasional date—her lot is 
that in all probability she rates 
seven or eight such calls per year 
unless she is something short of 
Venus.
